Succeeded  to 
title  on  death  of  brother,  in  1876.  Entered 
Peers  Conservative,  but  disagreed  on  some 
principal  measures  of  the  party.  Appointed 
Lord-Lieutenant  of  Aberdeenshire  in  1880  ; 
High  Commissioner  to  General  Assembly  of 
Church  of  Scotland,  i88i  to  18S6  ;  Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland  under  Gladstone,  1886; 
Governor-General  of  Canada,  May,  1893.     2. 

ALLAN,  Hon.  G.  W.,  F.R.G.S.,  F.Z.S., 
Chancellor  of  Trinity  University.  Bom  in  To- 
ronto, 1822.  Called  to  Bar  in  184b.  Travelled 
extensively  in  Europe,  Asia  Minor  and  Egypt. 
In  1858,  elected  for  York  Division  of  Legis- 
lative Council  of  Old  Canada,  which  position 
he  filled  till  called  to  Senate  in  1867.

ABBOT,  Hon.  Sir  John  Joseph  Caldwell, 
D.C.L.,  Q.C.  Bom  in  Argenteuil,  Quebec, 
1 82 1.

Elected  for  Argenteuil  to  Canadian  As- 
sembly in  1857,  but  not  seated  till  1859.  Solic- 
itor-General in  1862  and  1863.

Formed  Administration,  and 
re-elected  Premier  and  Attorney-General  in 
1883,  and  so  continued  till  appointed  Minister 
of  Railways  and  Canals  on  July  13th,  when  he 
was  returned  to  the  Commons  for  Queen's  and 
Sunbury,  N.B.,  August  25th,  1896.

BLAKE,  Hon.  Edward,  M. A. ,LL.D.,  Q.C, 
Born  in  Middlesex,  Ont.,  1833.  Educated  at 
Toronto  University.    Called  to  the  Barin  1856; 


Bencher  of  the  Law  Society  in  187 1,  and  Trea- 
surer of  the  same  in  1879.  Chancellor  of  To- 
ronto L'niversity  from  1873  to  the  present  time. 
Returned  for  South  Bruce  to  the  Ontario  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  and  to  the  Commons  for 
West  Durham  in  1867.  Leader  of  Opposition 
in  Legislative  Assembly  from  1868  to  1871, 
when  he  became  Premier.  Resigned  Premier- 
ship'and  Seat  in  Legislative  Assembly,  and  was 
re-elected  to  Commons  in  1872.  Sworn  Privy 
Councillor  in  1873,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Mackenzie  Administration  till  1874,  when  he 
resigned  from  the  Cabinet.

Studied  law 
for  a  time,  but  went  into  banking,  and  became 
President  of  the  late  Commercial  Bank  of 
Canada.  Sat,  as  a  Conservative,  for  Lennox 
and  Addington  in  Canadian  Assembly  from 
1863  to  1867,  when  he  was  returned  to  the 
Commons,  but  withdrew  from  support  of  the 
Macdonald  Administration  in  1870.     Re-elect- 
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ed  in  1872,  and  again  as  Finance  Minister, 
under  Mackenzie,  in  1874.  Defeated  in  Sep- 
tember, 1878,  but  was  returned  for  Huron  in 
November  of  the  same  year,  and  again  for 
South  Huron  in  1883,  and  for  South  Oxford  in 
1887,  1891,  and  June,  1896.  Appointed  Minis- 
ter of  Trade  and  Commerce  July  13th,  and  re- 
elected by  acclamation  July  30th,  1896.

CARON,  Hon.  Sir  Joseph  Philippe  Rene 
Adolphe,  K.C.M.G.,  Q.C.  Born  in  the  City  of 
Quebec,  1843.

Graduated  B.  C.  L.  and  called  to  the 
Bar  in  1865.  First  returned  to  Commons  for

D.D.  Born  in  Scot- 
land, 1830.  Came  to  Canada  in  1847.  Licens- 
ed to  preach  at  St.  Mary's,  in  1852.  Ap- 
pointed Professor  of  Exegetical  Theology  and 
Biblical  Criticism  in  1866.  Principal  of  Knox 
College  in  1870.     25. 

CHAPLEAU,  Hon.  Joseph  Adolphe,  Q.C, 
LL.D.  Born  in  Terrebonne,  P.Q.,  in  1840. 
Educated  at  Colleges  of  Terrebonne  and  St. 
Hyacinthe.  Called  to  the  Bar  in  1861.  Cre- 
ated Commander  of  the  Order  of  St.  Gregory 
the  Great,  of  Rome,  in  1881 ,  and  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor  of  France  in  1882.  Professor  in 
Law  at  Laval  (Montreal  section)  from  1879  to 
present  time.  Sat  for  Terrebonne  in  Quebec 
Legislative  Assembly  from  1867  to  1882.  Sol- 
icitor General  P.Q.  in  1873  and  1874.  Provin- 
cial Secretary  and  Registrar  from  187610  1878. 
Leader  of  Opposition  1878  to  1879.  Premier 
and  Minister  of  Railways,  Agriculture  and 
Public  Works  1879  to  1882.

General  for  Upper  Canada  from  September, 
1854,  to  July  29th,  1858,  when,  as  Prime  Min- 
ister, resigned,  being  defeated  on  the  Seat  of 
Government  Question.  Returned  to  office  as 
Postmaster-General  on  August  6th,  same  year, 
but  became  Attorney-General,  August  7th, 
which  position  he  held  till  May,  1&2,  when 
defeated  on  the  Militia  Bill.  With  Sir  George 
E.  Cartier,  Leader  of  Opposition,  till  returned 
to  office  as  Attorney-General  in  the  Macdon- 
ald-Tache  Government  on  March  30th,  1864, 
which  position  he  held  till  the  Union  of  British 
American  Provinces  in  1867,  having  declined 
Premiership  in  favor  of  N.  F.  Belleau  in  1865. 
Premier  of  Canada,  Minister  of  Justice  and 
Attorney-General  from  September,  1867,  till 
resignation  on  Pacific  Railway  Charges  on 
November  6th,  1873.  Leader  of  Opposition 
from  1873  to  1878.  Premier  and  Minister  of 
the  Interior  in  October,  1878.  Resigned  this 
portfolio  and  became  President  of  Council  and 
General  Superintendent  of  Indian  AflFairs  on 
October  17th,  1883.  Resigned  these  port- 
folios and  became  Minister  of  Railways  and 
Canals  in  November,  1889.  Died,  June  6th, 
1891.

MACDONALD,  Hon.  Hugh  John,  B.A., 
Q.C.  Born  in  Kingston,  1850.  Educated  at 
Queen's  College  Prepai  atory  School,  Queen's 
College,  Kingston,  and  Toronto  University, 
where  he  graduated.  Returned  to  Parliament 
for  Winnipeg  in  March,  1891,  and  resigned  in 
November,  1893.  Re-elected  June  23rd,  1896. 
Minister  of  Interior  from  May  ist  till  July

MACKENZIE.  Hon.  Alexander.  Born  in 
Perthshire,  Scotland,  1822.  Educated  at  Pub- 
lic Schools  of  Moulin,  Dunkeld  and  Perth. 
Came  to  Canada  in  1842.  Stonemason  and 
builder,  and  for  some  years  editor  of  The 
Lamhton  Shield.  Sat  for  Lambton  in  Cana- 
dian Assembly  from  1861  to  1867,  and  declined 
seat  in  the  Cabinet  on  retirement  of  Mr. 
Brown  in  1865.  Member  for  West  Middlesex 
in  Ontario  Legislative  Assembly,  and  Provin- 
cial Treasurer  from  1871  to  1872.  Represen- 
tative in  Commons  for  Lambton  from  1867  to 
1882,  and  for  East  York  from  1882  till  1892. 
Leader  of  Ontario  Opposition  from  Union  till 
1873,  when  chosen  Leader  of  the  Whole  Oppo- 
sition. Premier  and  Minister  of  Public  Works 
in  November,  1873,  till  October,  1878,  when 
resigned,  his  government  having  been  de- 
feated at  General  Elections  held  in  September. 
Retired  from  Leadership  in  1880.  Died  April

Ralph, LL.D., 
Q.C.  Born  in  Westminister,  Middlesex, 
March  31st,  1840.  Educated  at  London  Gram- 
mar School  and  Toronto  University  and  called 
to  Bar  of  Upper  Canada  in  1861.  Practised 
in  London  till  1889,  when  he  removed  to  Tor- 
onto. Representative  for  London  in  Ontario 
Legislative  Assembly,  from  August,  1872,  till 
resignation  on  appointment  as  Chief  Justice 
of  Ontario,  October,  1894.  Leader  of  Opposi- 
tion in  Ontario  Legislative  Assembly  from 
1872  till  1894.      10. 

MILLS.  Hon.  David.  LL.B.,  Q.C.  Bom 
in  Kent,  Ont.,  i8th  March,  1831.  Educated 
at  Michigan  University.  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  Kent  from  1856  to  1865.  Author 
of  Pamphlet  on  "  The  Present  and  Future 
Political  Aspects  of  Canada,"  in  i860;  and  an- 
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oilier  on  "  The  Blunders  of  the  Dominion 
Government  in  connection  with  the  North-West 
Territory,"  in  1876.  Minister  of  Interior  from 
October,  1876,  to  October,  1878.  Called  to 
Bar  of  Ontario,  1883.  One  of  the  counsel  em- 
ployed in  the  argument  on  Boundary  Dispute 
before  the  Privy  Council  in  England,  1884.

WILSON,  Sir  Daniel,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.  Born 
in  Edinburtj-h,  Scotland,  on  January  5th,  1816, 
and  was  educated  at  the  High  School  and 
University  of  his  native  city.  He  went  to 
London  in  1837,  and  for  several  years  there, 
and  afterwards  in  Scotland,  devoted  much 
time  to  the  pursuit  of  literature  and  archajo- 
logical    research.       In     1847,    he    published 

'  Memorials  of  Edinburgh  in  the  Olden  Time," 
and  in  1851,  "Oliver  Cromwell  and  the  Pro- 
tectorate," and  "  The  Archaeology  and  Pre- 
historic Annals  of  Scotland,  '  of  which  last,  an 
enlarged  edition  under  the  title,  "  Prehistoric 
Annals  of  Scotland,"  was  issued  in  1863  He 
was  appointed  Professor  of  History  and  Eng- 

ish  Literature  at  Toronto  University  in  1853, 
having  been  highly  recommended  by  Hallam, 
the  historian,  and  Lord  Elgin,  then  Governor- 
General  of  Canada.  Was  President  of  the 
Canadian  Institute  in  1859  and  i860.   He  pub- 

ished  his  greatest  work,  "  Prehistoric  Man," 

n  1863,  and  enlarged  editions  of  the  same  in 


1865  and  1876.  His  other  works  were :  "  Chat- 
terton  :  A  Biographical  Study  "  (1869) ;  "  Cali- 
ban, the  Missing  Link,"  and  "  Spring  Wild 
Flowers,"  a  volume  of  verse  (1873) ;  "  Rem- 
iniscences of  Edinburgh  "  (1878);  "Anthrop- 
ology "  (1885),  and  "  Wm.  Nelson  :  A  Memoir" 
(1890).  He  also  contributed  largely  to  peri- 
odical literature,  and  to  "  proceedings  "  of 
such  learned  bodies  as  Society  of  Antiquaries, 
Scotland;  London  Anthropological  Institute  ; 
Edinburgh  Philosophical  Institution  ;  British 
and  American  Association,  and  Royal  Society 
of  Canada  ;  and  wrote  articles  on  "Canada," 
"Confederation,"  and  "Toronto"  for  the 
ninth  edition  of  Encyclopedia  Britannica.  He 
was  appointed  President  of  Toronto  Univer- 
sity in  1 88 1,  and  knighted  in  1888,  and  has 
been,  in  recognition  of  his  scholarly  achieve- 
ments, enrolled  as  honorary  member  of  many 
scientific  societies  and  learned  institutions  01 
Great  Britain,  France,  Italy  and  Denmark. 
He  died  at  Toronto,  on  August  6th,  1892.     25. 
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
